When the next Legislature meets 


without the fund mentioned in the dis 
patch, onr finances would be ii a ver 
bad condition. The constitutional boi 
rowing capacity of the State has bee 
largely drawn upon. The revenues o 
the State have dwindled down so as t 
fall far below the necessary expenses o 
the government. Without the $200,00 
mentioned, which comes like a windfal 
the State would have to be run on credi 
for at least one-half of the time between 
the next and the subsequent sessions o 
the Legislature. The emergency woul 
not have been improbable of the State' 
being without money and wuuout au 
thonty to borrow — which is equivalan 
to being without money and withon 
credit. This unfortunate and Mtraoidi 
nary condition of things had alread 
become a problem, and was occupyin 
the mmda of all who have material in 
terests in Nevada and are notunfamiha 
with the state of our anauces. It di 
look us though the wheels of govern 
ment would be stopped. Nor woul 
there have been any remedy. Ther 
was talk of resuming our former cond 
tlou as a territory — for which there i 
no precedent, nor any law, so far as w 
are informed. 
This $200,OOU, uude 


the law 
regulating State expenses 


which goes into effect Jan. 1, 1883, wi" 
go far towards baying sxpenses for 
year.

If the places of government clerks 


who compose so important a part of th 
population of Washington, were mad 
secure and independent of political mu 
tation, the city would gain a large iu 
crease in its substantial population, 
it is now, a large proportion of thes 
clerks are mere transient residents 
afraid to buy homes for the reason tha 
they feel how uncertain is the tenure o 
office under the rule that "to the victor 
belongs the spoils" of office'. 
A grea 


many clerks, however, have comfortabl 
houses of their own. The savings from 
their salaries are not very large, bn 
some of them have managed to buy o 
build homes that are models of modes 
comfort and not without the graces o 
tasteful architecture. In certain locali 
ties of the city there are what might 
called civil service employee colonies 
where blocks of small cosy houses hav 
been built just suited to the size of th 
average government clerk. The reman 
eration of tne clerks in the govern men 
offices varies front $650 to $2,500 pe 
annum. The latter amount 13 give 
only to those who occupy important po 
sitions or who have experience in th 
complicated routine of office work. Th 
average American citizen does not, per 
haps, know that this Government in a 
the details of its stupendous bureauarc 
13 managed by the eighteen hnnclre 
dollar clerks, but it is so. These clerk 
prepare the documents which chiefs o 
bureau and cabinet officers sign, oft* 
without knowing what they contain au 
without the ability to understand them 
until explained by the chief clerk.

Of the gold production about $26, 


000,000, or nearly four-fifths of tbi 
whole, came from the Pacific Coas 
mines, including those in Idaho un 
Arizona, and was deposited with tbe 
San Francisco and Carson Mints; while 
nearly $8,000,000 were received in Phila- 
delphia and New York from Colorado 
and Montana. The total bullion pro- 
duction of the State of California 
can be ascertained by the Mint Bureau 
was $18,950,000, of which $8,200,000 
was gold, and $7,650,000 in silver.

The Nevada Legislature of 1881 ap- 


propriated 180,000 (or tbe purpose of 
erecting and furnishing an asylum for 
the insane at Reno. By the provisions 
of the Act the money was borrowed 
from the General School Fund of the 
State, at par, in exchange for State 
bonds. Several prominent citizens of 
Beno took the contract of building the 
Asylum for $60,000, U accordance with 
plans and specification! approved by 
the Board of Asylum Commissioners 
The site selected was on a half section 
of land, owned by the Slate, a little over 
a mile east of Beno. The contractors 
personally superintended the construc- 
tion of the building, and the result is 
one of the most substantial and hand' 
some edifices in the State, and beyond 
donbt the cheapest public building west 
of the Rocky Mountains. 


THE MAIN BUU.DKO 


Has a depth of 160 feet; the front, in- 
cluding the wings, is 232 feet long, and 
it is three stories high. The founda- 
tion is of dressed stone, and th« ,anper- 
strnction of briolr ' ' ' ...d«d into 
six wards, compK, ^ _ .«rf rooms, , some 
of which are large enough for six 
patients. 
The internal arrangements 


are as convenient as it was possible to 
make them. Every improvement that 
experience suggested for the safety of 
patients, and convenience in caring for 
them, was made in |the building. The 
furniture is plain but substantial, the 
bedding, including mattresses, etc., be- 
ing equal to that of ordinary hotels. 


THE GROUNDS, 


As stated, comprise a part of 320 acres 
of land owned by the State. The soil is 
nob, and the surface level, and covered 
with sagebrush. The Superintendent, 
Dr. A. Dawson, of Beao, has had some 
stxor seven acres ef land, immediately 
in front of the building, cleared of sage- 
brush and sown to blue grass, which, in 
it year or two, will make a handsome 
lawn. There is abundance of water for 
irrigating purposes, and it is (the inten- 
tion of the Superintendent to cultivate 
sufficient land to snpply the" institution 
with vegetables. The grounds will be 
inclosed with a suitable fence, and fruit 
and shade trees set out as soon as an 
appropriation is made for the purpose. 


OTHEB IMPROVEMENTS, 


Such as a substantial inclosure, in 
which the male patients can exercise 
and amuse themselves iu 
pleasant 


weather, and a haudseme cottage for 
the Superintendent and his family, have 
been made on the grounds. There is 
also a well forty feet deep near the 
main building, from which water is 
raised by a steam pump to a tank of 
18,000 gallons capacity, which is built 
on trestle work 86 feet above the ground. 
The lavatories, laundries, kitchen, etc., 
are supplied with water through pipes 
from this tank. As the well is sunk iu 
quicksand, some trouble has been ex- 
perienced in pumping the water, and 
the opinion prevails that • it will be 
aoandoned and that tbe Asylum will 
eventually be supplied from "toe Reno 
Water Works, which has sufficient pres- 
sure to force water to the highest rooms 
of the building. 


THE INSANE PATIENTS\ 


Number ISO persons, of whom 32 are 
females. They will be removed to their 
new home from Stockton, California, on 
the night of the 30th instant, in a spe- 
cial train consisting of seven sleeping 
coaches, which the railroad company 
has furnished for tbe occasion ut one- 
tialf the regular rates. Dr. Dawson 
thinks the cost of maintaining them will 
not exceed 60 cents each per day, and 
that the State will save at least $2,000 


>er month bv removing them from 
itockton, where they have hitherto 
een farmed out to Langdou & Clark, 


and he has made contracts for supplies 
on a basis which warrants the belief that 
the cost of maintaining them will be 
much less than it has been.
